WASHINGTON, July.26.—The navy 


department today made public the re- 
ports of Admiral Sampson. Commodore 
Schley, Captain- Clark of the Oregon 
and Captain Evans of the Iowa, on the 
.battle of July:third, which resulted In 
the destruction ^of Ceryera'a squadron. 
They are as follows:' 


UNITED STATES' FLAG SHIP NEW 


YORK, First, rat^-Off Santiago de 
-Cuba, July,. 15,i 1898.' .';, 


Sir:—I have the honor to make the 


following report upon the destruction 
of the Spanish squadron, conducted by 
Admiral Cerve'ra/ off Santiago de Cuba 
on Sunday,. July 3, -1898;' ' 


The enemy's vessels came out of the 


harbor -between 9:30 and 10:00 a. m., the 
head of the column appearing around 
"Cayo Smith at 9:31 and emerging from 
the channel'flVe or sis minutes later. 
AMERICAN- SQUADRON. 


The positions of the vessels of my 


command off. Santiago at the moment 
were: Flagship New York was four 
miles oast of her blockading Elation and 
about seven miles from the harbor en- 
trance. 
She had started for Siboney 


where I intended to land, accompanied 
by several of my staff, and go to the 
front to consult with General Shatter 
for a dlscuEfilon of the situation and 
for a more definite understanding be- 
tween us of the operations proposed 
which had been rendered necessary by 
•the unexpectedly strong resistance of 
the Spanish garrison at Santiago. 
I 


had sent my chief of start on shore the 
day before to arrange an Interview 
with General Shatter, who had been 
suffering Irom heat prostration. 
I 


made arrangements to go to his head- 
quarters and my flagship was in the 
position mentioned above when the 
Spanish squadron appeared 
In the 


channel. 
The remaining vessels were 


in -jr near their usual blockading P°at- 
•tions; distributed In a semi-circle about 
the harbor entrance, counting from the 
eastward to the westward in the fol- 
lowing order: ' 


The Indiana about a mile and a half 


•from shore, the Oregon, the New York's 
plane between those two—the Iowa, tha 
Texas and Brooklyn, the latter two 
miles from the shore west of Santiago. 
The distance of the vessels from the 
harbor entrance was from two and one- 
half to four miles, the latter being the 
limit of the blockading distance. 
The 


length of the arc formed by the ships 
-was about eight miles. The Massachu- 
setts had left at 4 a. m. for .Guantan- 
amo for coal. 
Her station was be- 


tween the Iowa and the. Texas. 
The 


auxiliaries Gloucester and Vixen lay 
close to the land and nearer to the en- 
trance of the harbor than the larger 
vessels, the Gloucester to the eastward 
and the Vixen to the westward.

SPANISH SQUADRON. 


The Spanish vessels came rapidly out 


of the harbor, at A speed estimated at 
from eight to ten knots and In the fol- 
lowing orOer: 


Infanta Maria Teresa, (flagship);Viz- 


caya, Cristobal Colon, and the Almi- 
<rante Oquendo. 


The distance between these ships 


was about eight hundred yards, which 
means that from the time the first one 
became visible In theupper reach of the 
channel until the last onewas outof the 
liarbor an interval of only about twelve 
minutes elapsed. 
Following the Oqu- 


endo at a distance of about twelve 
hundred yards, came the torpedo 
destroyer Pluton, and after her the 
Furor. 


Tlie armored cruisers, as rapidly as 


they could bring their guns to bear 
opened a vigorous fire upon the block- 
ading vessels, and emerged from the 
channel shrouded in the smoke from 
their guns. 


CALL TO ACTION. 


The men of our ships in front of thf 


port were at Sunday "quarters" for In 
spertton. 
The signal was made sinv 


ultaneously from several vessels. "En 
emy's shir-s coming" and general quar 
tcrs was sounded. 
The men cheered 


as they Fprans to their guns and fire 
was opened probably within eight mln 
in os by ihe vessels whose iruns com 
mandcd the- entrance. 
The New York 


turned about and steamed for the cs 
raping vessels and gradually Increas 
ing her speed, until toward the end o 
the chase she wns making sixteen am 
one-half knots and was rapidly clos 
ing on the Cristobal Colon. 
She waa 


not at any time, within the range ot 
the heavy Spanish ships, and h&r only 
part In the firing was to receive the un- 
divided fir* from the forts In passing 
the harbor entrance, and to fire a few 
shots at one of the destroyer*, thought 
at the moment to be attempting to es- 
cape from the Gloucester. 


The Spanish vessels, upon clearing 


the harbor turned to the westward in 
column increasing; their speed to the 
full power of thlr engines. 
The heavy 


blockading vessels, which had closed in 
toward the Morro at the instant of the 
enemy's appearance, and at their best 
speed, delivered a rapid fire, well sus- 
tained and destructive, which speedily 
overwhelmed and silenced the Spanish 
flre. The Initial speed of the Spaniards 
carried them rapidly past the blockad- 
ing vessels and the battle developed in- 
to a chase, In which the Brooklyn and 
Texas had at the start, the advantage 
of position. 


THE OREGON'S DASH. 


The Brooklyn maintained this lead un- 
til the Oregon, steaming with amazing 
;peed from the commencement of the 
action, took first place. 
The Iowa and 


Indiana had done good work, and not 
having the speed of the other ships, 
were directed by me. In succession at 
about the time the Vlzcaya was beach- 
ed, to drop out of the chase and resume 
blockading stations. 
These vessels 


rescued many prisoners. 
The Vixen, 


finding that the rush of the Spanish 
ships would put her between two fires, 
ran outside of her own column, and re- 
mained there during the battle and 
chase. 


THE LITTLE GLOUCESTER. 


The skilful handling and gallant 


lighting of the Gloucester won the ad- 
miration of everyone who witnessed 
it and merits the commendtion of the 
navy department. 
She Is a fast and 


entirely unprotected auxiliary vessel— 
the yatiht Corsicana—and has a battery 
of light rapid fire guns. 
She was run- 


ning about two miles from the entrance 
to the eastward and Immediately start- 
ed out firing upon the large ships. An- 
ticipating the appearance of the Plu- 
ton and Furor the Gloucester" "'was 
stoked, thereby gaining more rapidly 
a high pressure of steam and when the 
destroyers came out she steamed for 
them at full speed and was able to close 
to short range, where her flre was ac- 
curate, deadly and of great value. Dur- 
ing this fight the Gloucester was under 
the tire of the Socepa battery. 
With- 


in twenty minutes from the time they 
emerged from Santiago harbor the ca- 
reer of the Furor and Pluton was end- 
ed and two-thirds of their crews killed. 
The Furor was beached and sunk in the 
surf; the Pluton sank in deep water 
a few minutes later. 
The destroyers 


probably suffered much Injury from the 
fire of the secondary batteries of the 
Indiana, Iowa and the Texas and yet 
I think a very considerable factor In 
their speedy destruction was the fire 
at close range of the Gloucester' bat- 
tery.

1h2 destroyers the Gloucester did e^o:!- 
lent service In lindlng and rccuring tre 
crew of the Infanta Macla Teresa. 


CERVERA'S TACTICS. 


The method of escape attempted fcy 


the Spaniards—all steering In the same 
direction and. in formation, removed all 
the tactic*! doubfs of difficulties and 
made pl"."n the duty of every United 
States vessel, to close in, immediately 
tings S". "i! pursues the ships promplly 
and effectually. 
As already stated the 


first rush of the Spanish squadron car- 
ried it r-st a number of blockading 
siiips whi Ii cou:d not 
immediately 


work rp to lh?!r best speed but they 
suffered heavily In passing the In- 
fanta Maria Teresa, and the Ociuendo 
vas probably set on. fire by shells fired 
uring the first fifteen minutes of the 
ngagement. It was afterwards learn- 
d that the Infanta Maria Teresa, fire 
ism had ben cut by one of our first 
hots and that she was unable to extin- 
guish 
the fire. "With large volumes 


if smoke rising from their lower decks 
,ft these vessels gave up both fight and 
light and ran in,on the beach—the In- 
anta Maria Teresa at about 10.15 a.m. 
a.t Nima Nina, six and one-half miles 
rom Santiago harbor entrance and the 
Alrr;rante Otiuendo at aboqt 10.30 a.n 
at Juan Gonzales, seven miles from the 
>ort. 


ONLY TWO LEFT. 


The Vlzcaya was still under the fire 
if the leading vessels; the Cristobal 
Colon had drawn ahead, leading the 
ihase and soon passed beyond the 
range of the guns of the leading Amer- 
can ships. 
The Vizcaya was sotm set 


»n lire and at 11.15 she turned In shore 
and was beached at Acerrederos, fif- 
teen miles from 
Santiago, 
burning 


fiercely and with her reserve ommuni- 
:lon on deck already beginning to ex- 
plode. 
When about ten miles west of 


Santiago the Indiana had been sig- 
nalled to ffo back to the harbor en- 
trance and at Accereaeros the Iowa 
was signalled to "resume blockading 
itation." 
The Iowa, assisted by the 


Srlcsscn and the Hist, took off the crew 
it the Vizcaya, while the 
Harvard 


and the Gloucester rescued those of 
the Infanta Maria Teresa and the Al- 
mlrante Otiuendo. 


NO ESCAPE. 


It was evident from the bridge of the 


New Turk that all the American ships 
were gradually overhauling the chase 
and that there was no chance ot es- 
cape. 
At 12.50 the Brooklyn and thf 


Oregon opened fire and got the rangi 
of the Cristobal Colon—th» Oregori'a 
heavy shell striking beyond her—am 
at 1.10 she gave up without firing an 
other shot, hauled down her colors and 
ran ashore at Rio Toruquino. forty 
eight miles from Santiago. 
Captain 


Cook of the Brooklyn went on board t 
receive the surrender. 
While his boa 


was alongside I came up In the New 
York, received his report and placed 
the Oregon in charge of the wreck ti 
save her, if possible, and directed thi 
prisoners to be transferred to the Heso 
ute, which had foilewed the chase 
Commodore Schley, whose chief o 
staff had gone on board to receive th 
surrender, had directed that all thel 
personal effects should be retained by 
the officers. 
This order I did not mod 


ify. 
The Colon was not Injured by 


our firing and probably is not much In 
Jured by beaching, though she rai 
ashore at high speed. 
The beach wa 


so steep that she came oft* by the work 
Ing of the sea. 
But her sea valve 


were opened and broken, treacherouBl 
I am sure, after her surrender and de 
spite all efforts she sank. When it be 
came evident that she could not be kep 
afloat she was pushed by the New Tor 
bodily upon the beach, the New York' 
stem being placed against her for thf 
purpose—the ship belnff

AN EFFECTIVE BLOCKADE. 


I regard this complete and Importan 


victory over the Spanish forces as th 
successful finish of several weekfj of or 


durous and close blockade, so stringent 
and effective during the night that the 
enemy was det&rred from making the 


t tempt to escape at night and dellh- 
rately elected to make the attempt in 
.yltght. 
Thai such wait the case 1 


as informed by the commanding offl- 


of the Cristobal Colon. 


It seems proper to briefly describe 
ere the manner in which this was ac- 
ompllshed. 
The harbor of Santiago 


naturally easy to blockade, there be- 
ig but one entrance—and that a nar- 
>w one; and the deep water extending 
ose up to the shore line presenting no 
faculties of navigation outside of the 
ntrance. 
At the time of my arrival 


tefore the port, July 1st. the moon was 
t its full, and there was' sufficient light 
uring the night to enable any move- 
ent outside of the entrance to be de- 
eded. 
But with the waning of the 


loon and the coming of dark nights, 
here was opportunity for the enemy 


> escape, or for his torpedo boats to 
take an attack upon the blockading 
essels. 
It was ascertained with fair 


onclusiveneas that the Morrimac, so 
aJlantly taken into the r-hannel on 
une 3d, did not obstruct It. I there- 
n-e maintained the blockade as fol- 


SEARCHLIGHTS. 


To the little ships was assigned the 
uiy. In turn, of lighting tlie channel, 
roving up to the port, at a distance of 
•om one to two miles -from the Morro 


—dependent upon the condition of the 


tmosphere—they threw a searchlight 
earn directly up the channel and held 


steadily there. 
This lighted up the 


ntlre breadth of the channel for half a 
ille inside of the entrance so brilliantly 
mt the movement of small boats could 
e detected. 
Why the batteries never 


pened fire upon the searchlight ship 
as always a matter of surprise to me, 
ut they never did. 
Stationed close 


the entrance of the port were three 


Icket launches and at a little distance 
trther out, three small picket vessels— 
sually converted yachts—and when 
hey were available one or two of our 
orpedo boats. With this arrangement 
lere was at least a. certain'y that 
othing could get out of the harbor 
ndetected. 


INCREASED VIGILANCE. 


After the arrival of the army, when 
he situation forced upon the Spanish 
dmlral a decision, our vigilance in- 
reased. The night blockading distance 
as reduced to two miles for all vessels 
nd a battleship was placed alongside 
He searchlight ship with her broad- 
ide trained upon the channel in roadl- 
ess to fire the instant a Spanish ship 
lould appear. 
The commanding out- 


ers merit the greatest praise tor the 
erffctit manner in which they entered 
*o this plan and put it into execution,

was run on shore of 13.7 knots an hour. 
Xelther the New York nor the Brook- 
yn stopped to couple up their forward 
engines, but ran out the chase with 
one pair, getting steam of course as 
rapidly as possible on all boilers. 
To 


stop to couple up the forward engines 
would have meant a delay of fifteen 
ilnutes or four miles In the chase. 


HIT BY SHELLS. 


Several of the ships were struck, the 
Brooklyn more often than the others, 
but very alight material injury was 
done, the greatest being aboard the 
iowa. 
Our loss was one man killed 


md one wounded, both on the Brook- 
yn. 
It is difficult to explain this im- 


munity from loss of life or Injury to 
ships In a combat with modern vessels 
o£ the best type; but Spanish gunnery 
s poor at the best and the superior 
weight and accuracy of our fire speed- 
ly drove the men from their guns and 
silenced their fire. This is borne out 
by the statements of prisoners and my 
observation. 
The Spanish vessels, as 


they dashed out of the harbor, were 
favored with the smoke from their own 
guns, but this speedily diminished In 
volume and soon almost subsided. The 
flre from the rapid fire batteries of the 
battleships appears to have been re- 
markably destructive. An examination 
of the* stranded vessels shows that the 
Almtrante Oquendo especially had suf- 
fered terribly from this fire. Her sides 
are everywhere pierced and her decks 


ire strewn with the charred remains 


of those who had fallen. 


The reports of Commodore W. S. 


Schley and of the commanding officers 
are enclosed. 


A board appointed by me several 


days ft£o has made a critical examlna- 
tlol of the vessels, both with a view of 
reporting upon the result of our fire 
and the necessary feature Involved and 
of reporting upon the chance of saving 
any of them and of wrecking the re- 
mainder. 
The report of the board will 


lie speedily forwarded.

MANILA, June 27.—(Via Hongkong.) 


—The Associated Press has been grant- 
ed the privilege, by Admiral Dewey, of 
Investigating the political and sanitary 
conditions of Manila, which consists of 
a straggling business town and a wide 
fringe of suburban townships, where it* 
business men have their- private resi- 
dence*. The town Is as poorly .defend- 
ed as can be imuglned for a city of its 
Bice. 


Admiral Deweys guns can render It* 


defenses useless with absolutely no 
trouble and the guns off the Spanish 
could hardly injure the American war- 
ships, even if they carried far enough 
to touch them, but they are BO power- 
less and inaccurate that any defense by 
the city's forts would **ook ludicrous 
in the face of a flre from the modern 
tuns of the American squadron. 


The town is aa badly built as can be. 


The houses are much too close together 
and the streets ar« narrow. 
For the 


metropolis of a big country, for a city 
of a carter o£.a million inhabitants, 


h and prosperous market, a cen- 
' • " '?.tion and luxury, as the 


lled, city indicate, it 


is a disreputable ill-arranged and un- 
sightly town. 
The principal business 


street, the Ercoleta, is narrow, wretch- 
edly paved, crooked and filled with the 
most commonplace, mean-inking struc- 
tures. 
So are the other streets, hut 


further from the center there are trees | 
to hide the ugliness. 
In excuse the j 


Manila people plead earthquakes, ty- 
\ 


phoons, thunder storms and floods as j 
their reasons for not having a passably 
presentable town, but Manila Is not 
the only place with earthquakes and all 
the rest. Tokto is infinitely worse, but 
is handsomer and the ruads are better 
paved. 


The Pasig is a river sixty orVventy 


yards wide and perhaps twelve feet 
deep, yet the bridging of it has never 
gone beyond primitive stages. 
There 


is one narrow bridge, the Puenta 
D'ESpano!, connecting Rinenbo with 
the city, but this bridge is far too nar- 
row for the traffic and would never be 
sufficient in a civilized country. There 
(s another bridge near it, but It Is sel- 
dom If ever used for vehicle traffic, and 
the Puenta D'Espanol is constantly 
choked. 


There arc tramways running into out- 


lying parts of the town and a steam 
tramway to the northern suburb of Ma- 
naba. 
There is also a railway from 


Manila to Sagibon, about 120 miles 
north run by an English company. 


In the rural township of Santa Mesa 


about three or four miles out is a big 
powder magazine, or "polverin," close 
by the right (north) bank of the river 
Pas!g. 
On the opposite of the river is 


the village of Santa Ana, a'mile or two 
away. It was about here that the first 
shots were fired in the Insurrection of 
1896 and several English people having 
villas in these parts had a. lively time. 


Another "polverin" Is at Malate, on 


the seashore on the south of the walled 
city. I understand that these two are 
the'only powder magazines the Span- 
lards have in the Immediate neighbor- 
hood of the city, excluding of course 
the forts' own stores. Malate Is reach- 
ed from Binenho by a pretty drive out- 


the city walls, either along the 


sea front or behind the city and beyond 
the city Is the Esplanade called the 
Tuneta, where the band plays every 
evening in peace times. 


At the far end of the Tuneta is the 


battery of two big guns which fired on 
the American shlpi when Admiral Dew- 
ey talked seriously of replying. 


A little beyond this battery Is the 


English club, surrounded by a number 
of pleasant residences, English, Span- 
ish and others. 
Furthest of all, quite 


near the fort and powder magazines. Is 
the eastern extension of the telegraph 
company's establshment (British). A 
little way back from the sea Is the Je- 
suit observatory. 


Outside the populous suburbs there 


are many rural and less settled dis- 
tricts dotted with handsome residences 


scattered remotely *mong- tf»- rice fields 
anil tropical woodlands where a guerilla 
warfare would be T/ell-ulgb intermin- 
able. 
In such a country with hedge 


rows that would have in in>- course of 


s 
grown 
intf.- 
ivsi«ctable 


little thickets 
with 
Hill.- 
planta- 


tions that are dark and almost Impene- 
trable patches cf sombre greenery, a 
stationary force might check an ad- 
vancing force with the greatest ease. 
There are plenty of open fields, yet the 
country cannot be called open, for ll is 
luxuriously wooded between the fields. 
Artillery would he of little use with 
never *a half mile of clear space. Noth- 
ing but skirmishing under thick cover 
could be of any effect In this kind of 
ground and the victory would rest with 
the side beet fitted for jungle warfare. 
Not that this Is jungle; it is simply fer- 
tile pastoral land with a lot of trees ev- 
erywhere. 
But It Is the last place in 


the world for plain peasant lads, newly 
recruited and without any target prac- 
! 


tlc.f to meet semi-savage woodsmen and 
that is what Spain is depending'on, for 
her sons are raw recruits and her en- 
: 


e-miea are trained forest rovers. 
The ! 


following: is a rough translation of the ! 
declaration of Independence issued by 


yulnaluo on June 12th: 
"To the district headmen and village 


headmen of the province of Hulacan, 
from tlie Politico military governor of 
this iirovlnce whose headquarters are 


transferred to the town of San 


Francisco de Alabai^ and combined 
with the sections underdlsorders at Ba- 
cero, Binacayen, Itnus, Novelta, Sa- 
linas and Cavite VIoJo. 


"They only require to be combined 


with the other forces in Indang and Sl- 
taog. near by. and then our troops will 
be, Bent, forward and within a few days 
wfll be found in possession of almost 
the whole province which will be found 
In a position to proclaim effectively our 
independence. 
This .proclamation will 


not be long deferred because the ulti- 
mate object of this government will 
thus be attained notwithstanding the 
suggestion of seme of our principal as- 
sociates. 


'It is more glorious and more con- 


venient to select as the place on ac- 
count of Its being near the sea, the 
township of Cavite Viojo which is an 
old port originally the town of Cavite. 
WJirrefore, I decree as follows: 


{'Tim twelfth day of this month is fix- 


ed.-for the declaration of independence 
of/this, our beloved country, in the 
tffn-sh^p of Cavite, VIoJo, for the due 
and proper solemn'zatlon of which 
auspicious «tvent there should be on the 
day named an assemblage of all dis- 
.tr.!':1. hca^^cn and commanders of our 
forces and through the proper represen- 
tatives there should be a notification 
ssued for the purpose of inviting the

Other officers and not a few newspa- 
per correspondents have also praised 
the Cuban patriots, and they haye been 
favorably mentioned in letters written 
by our soldiers In the field. The Cu- 
bans have been represented as being 
"utterly without fear" and 
"when 


wounded they continue fighting with 
indomitable sphlt." 
We placed the 


greatest faith, however. In the testi- 
mony af General Shafter and Admiral 
Sampson, and are quite willing to rest 
our case on that testimony. 
We do 


not believe th* Post can quote as good 
authority against the Cubans. 


With an exception here and there 


Dearly al! the early reports dealing 
with the Cubans were favorable to 
them; it was only when it was seen 
that Santiago must soon surrender that 
the newspapers were flooded with dis- 
patches telling of the utter worthless- 
lies of the insurgents. 
They refused 


to work, we were toid. could not fight, 
and, worst of al!, had great appetites. 
This concerted attack upon the Cubans 
at such a time was certainly very pe- 
culiar; and In view of the manner in 
•which they were treated at the surren- 
der of the city, It looks as if It was part 
of a plan to deprive the Insurgents of 
even a slight share In the fruits of vic- 
tory. 


We recognize very well that the Cu- 


bans have grave faults and we have 
no great admiration for their charac- 
ter; still we remember that they have 
been brutally oppressed and that not 
a few of their unpleasant peculiarities 
are due to the Spanish blood that flows 
In their veins. We must not only deal 
justly with them, but must 
tincture 


justice with mercy and forbearance.

more personal qualities, for the train 
ing of which other men trust to chance 
and this without egotism or much hope 
of reward. 
In & generation, the op 


portunlty for the supreme test of th 
qualities thus developed comes perhap 
to one or two or half a dozen officers 
but when It does come the fate of 
tfon and the course of the world's his 
tory may depend on it. 


As a result there is no more senia 


and attractive and generally capabl 
set of men in the world. 
What the} 


can do in their own profession the unex 
ampled success of our navy has show: 
and several 
recent Incidents hav 


shown their capacity In other direc 
tions. 
The best "story" of any battl< 


of the war so far was dictated off-han( 
by Captain Evans of the Iowa, and thi 
next best was sent from Manila by Mr 
Stickney, a former naval officer. Ad- 
miral Dewey has attracted the atten- 
tion of the world as much by his sub- 
sequent conduct as by his victory in 
Manila bay, so much so that the whole 
world has come to believe that what- 
ever Dewey does will be done right 
There is not a United States Senator 
who could write of public affairs with 
as much knowledge and literary skil' 
as Captain Mahan has shown in writ- 
ing of naval affairs. 


It is probably an iridescent dream 


but it is pleasant nevertheless to think 
of a possible state In which all public 
affairs, municipal and national, will be 
In the hands of men of the same high, 
ideal* and expert training as are those 
o£ the navy. 
The country produces 


or can produce more than enough ot 
5uch men, but it remains for the future 
to induce them as a whole to enter pub- 
lic life, and to teach the people thai 
they, and not the political manipula- 
tor, can best serve the public. 


COLLEGE EDUCATION. 


According to the Hanford Sentinel, 
'the number of 'economic' students 
turned out by Stanford and other uni- 
versities" will become beautifully less 
just as soon as some of the educated 
greenhorns gel installed into business 
life and realize what it really Is to earn, 
save and wisely invest a dollar."

colors to a man born blind.

education consisted of Latin, Greek and 
a little mathematics, useful only to n 
Jew-.

human knowledge and experience, and 
no student Is forced to spend an undue 
amount of time on any subject which 
he may, rightly or wrongly, regard as 
useless.

FASTER BATTLESHIPS. 


The battleship Oregon deserves al 


the praise that has been bestowed up- 
on her, for she is probably the best 
ship In our navy; but we shall have to 
have even better vessels than 
Oregon, and that in the near future 
The trouble is that while we are still 
building battleships with a speed of 
from 16 to 17 knots an hour, Japan 
England and other powers are building 
armored vessels that will be able to 
make as high 
as 
19 or 20 knots 


With both classes of vessels in the 
hands of competent men it is clear that 
a 20 knot battleship is a more danger- 
ous engine of destruction than a 17 
knot battleship. We believe that when 
a war occurs between two powers 
whose men are about equally matched 
in ability to handle naval fighting ma- 
chines It will be found that the com- 
posite type of ships of which the Vis- 
caya was a representative Is the moat 
formidable. 
The French government 


appears to be of this opinion., for no 
less than nine armored cruisers are 
building In French shipyards. 
Their 


displacement ranges from" 7700 tons to 
11,270 ton?, with a speed of from 21 to 
23 knots. 
Six of the vessels will bp of 


9517 tons displacement, about the size 
of the Oreffon, and will have a speed 
of 21 knots. • The only fault with these 
ships seems to be that their armament 
is not heavy enough, the largest rifles 
laving a calibre of only 7.6 inches. 
They could as well be provided with 10 
and 12-Inch rifles and would then be 
more formidable than the Oregon lie- 
cause of their greater speed. We should 
ike to see some vessels of this class ad- 
ded to the United States navy. 


The Call suggests that '.»ue of the 
hree new battleships soon to be begun 
be named the California. 
The two 


ships which have made the most re- 
markable record in the present war, 
he Oregon and Dewey's flagship, the 
Olympia, were built in California, ami 
f California builders were to be given 
an opportunity to build another, to be 
mmed after their own state, they 
vould outdo themselves, to build if pos- 
<ible a better ship than either of the 
ithers.

thereof will bear me out in saying that 
the raisin growers had no more earnest 
Intelligent or efficient' champion than 
he. 
And had the men who scorn him 


now, and would put him under the baji

building. 
The hotel was built of 


brick, but It burned very rapidly ana 
for a time It looked as 1C the whole 
town would be destroyed. 


Four box cars loaded with wood 


caught fire and the volunteer firemen 
worked hard to 'save the depot from 
catching. The cars were pushed away 
from the depot and the tlames extin- 
guished so that little damage was donfc 
the railroad property. 


The citizens of the town gathered 


from all quarters and assisted In fight- 
ing the flames with the inadeguate 
means at hand. 
Men, women and 


children helped in the work of passing 
buckets of water to the fire fighters on 
the dwellings In the vicinity of the ho- 
tel.H. Van Buren, who conducted the ho- 
tel, worked heroically to save the ad- 
joining property.

have no doubt that General Shafter 
wrote a reply to the Garcia letter but I 
they still refuse to believe that Garcia 
either wrote or knew of the Initial let- 
ter which was said, to have been ad- 
dressed by him to General Shafter. 


One point that seems to afford some 


basts for this belief is General Sfcafter's 
statement that he Invited General Gar- 
cia to b* present at the ceremonies at- 
tending the ratFing the American flag 
over Santiago. 
It is hardly conceiv- 


able that General 
Garcia therefore 


should have made such a statement as 
that attributed to him In the alleged 
letter directly at variance as it is with 
the facts as reported by Shafter. While 
regretting the friction that exfcts at 
Santiago between the Cnbans md the 
American forces, our government can 
see no cause at this moment for a mod- 
ification of the program it has outlined 
in the matter of the government of 
that city. 
As one of the ablest legal

D. Seligman, a horse-buyer from New 


York, is in Fresno on a business trip. 
He his been in California for the last 
five weeks buying good driving animals 
for shipment to Germany. 
This week 


he will complete the purchase of ninety 
horses, which will make up the first lot 
ever sent direct from this state to the 
land of the Kaiser. The success of this 
first shipment will mean much for Cal- 
ifornia horsemen, as it will bring a 
score of New York buyers here to pur- 
chase our fast driving animals. 
Mr. 


Seligman shipped the first lot of driv- 
ing horses ever sent from New York to 
Germany six years ago, and he has 
had much experience in that market. 
He believes that California horses will 
take the eye of the Germans and pre- 
dicts that his "pioneering" trip Into 
this state will result in bringing many 
New York buyers here in the near fu- 
ture. 
"There are more good horses In Cali- 
fornia than any other state in the 
Union," said Mr. Seligman when a Re- 
publican reporter asked him In regard 
to his experience during the last five 
weeks. 


"The horses are well bred, have good 


action, excellent feet and color," he 
continued, "also they appear to be ex- 
ceptionally sound and free from blem- 
ishes." 


The horses for shipment are drivers 


that can go a three minute gait or un- 
der. 
From $50 to |100 is paid for these 


animals and they will bring several 
times that amount ,ln Germany. 
The 


horses will be shipped by express In 
three cars and this will place them In 
New York with only a few days travel. 


Mr. Seligman Is surprised at the lack 


of attention that well bred horses re- 
ceive in this state. He said that for- 
tunes In horse flesh are being allowed 
to run uncared for In the pastures of 
Tulare, Kings and Fresno counties. 
With a little attention he said the ani- 
mals could be put in shape and sold at 
good figures. Most of the horses that 
he has purchased are from Tulare and 
Kings counties.

ish colonies. 
To express such wishes, 


which we are unaware of, would be at 
the present moment, above all, prema- 
ture.

will be the -solution of the Philippine 
problem? „ replied: 


"No one can tell at this time. Events 


adjust themselves, and sometimes In a 
sudden aril unexpected manner. 


"I feel sure, however, that there Is 


no foundation for the alleged European 


iterference in whatever program this 
government may adopt for the Philip- 
pines. 
I believe the rumored protest 


of the powers of Europe will be found 
to be merely unauthorized reports and 
will not materialize into anything dtft- 
iite. 
The conduct of the Germans at 


Manila is subject to criticism but their 
action, I believe, will not go beyond 
bounds. 


"I do not pay any attention to the 


alleged attitude of Europe protesting 
against the sending of Commodore 
Watson's fleet to the const of Spain. 
Such a supposition would be untenable. 
This government Is at war with Spain, 
and we have a right to strike her where 
and when we please. 
It remains for 


us alone to say whether we will send 
a fleet to Spain. 
Of course. If we con- 


templated seizing and holding Spanish 
territory on the continent of Europe, it 
might cause disn.uie.tude among1 the 
powers for fear that the balance of 
lower might be disturbed. They have 
no right, however, to object to the 
harassing of the coast and commerce 
t>y a fleet."

miral Cervera's fleet. 


"Of four ships examined, three had 
icen blown up by their magazines." he 
ontinued. "ami of these, one had ev- 
ry magazine exploded, and torpedoes 
n addition, yet on none of them was 
iierc the same effect as that produced 
y the explosion on the Maine. 
There 


vas no upheaval of the keel and little 
ulging of the plates except in the im- 


mediate vicinity of the explosion. 
The 


ffect was nearly altogether upward, In 
ome cases the protective deck being 
eft, but outside of the sprinting of a 
ew plates, the hulls were intact." 
The examination t'f the wrecks of the 
ipanish ships, three of which were 
urncd and their magazines exploded, 
'as made, first for the purpose of as- 
fertalnlng the effect of American gun- 
ery, and secondly-to find the effect of 
nternal explosion. Both subjects bore 
pon the Maine incident as noted above 
nd the awful effect of welt-aimed shots 
•as demonstrated In the .destruction 
f the lleet. 
When it is remembered 


tiat the Almirante Oquemlo and tlm 
nfanta Maria Teresa were both sunk 
ithin forty minutes of the time they 
eft the entrance of Santiago harbor, 
he work of American gunners maywell 
be considered as remarkable. The Al- 
mirante Oquendo was struck over 
fty-five times and the Infanta Maria 
'eresa thirty seven times, but by 
arger projectiles. 
The record of dam- 


ge to these ships Is one of great in- 
ercst. 
The fight started at a range of 


)00 yards, or three miles. At 200 yards 
r 2500 yards two torpedo boats and two 
rulsers were annihilated.

dea of the effect can be obtained from 
a brief summary of the injuries to each 
hip as found by the examining board. 
?he board had upon It capable men as 
Sxecutive Officer Hoger ot the Iowa;

GREEK FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


Traffic Manager Sproule Think* 


There Will be a Shortage. 
[Prom the S P. Esamtner.l 


Special trains loaded with green 


fruits are dally being rushed over the 
Sierra Nevada mountains, destined for 
Chicago, New York and other eastern 
cities. 
Notwithstanding the fact that 


re is a shortage in the deciduous 


fruit crop this year, the shipments of 
green fruits so far this season exceed 
Ihose for the same period last year by 
175 carloads. 
Up to last 
Saturday 


night 1775 carloads of fruit had been 
forwarded to Chicago ana -New York 
for distribution. For the same period 
of last reason the shipments amounted 
to 1600 cars. 


Freight Traffic Manager William 


Sproule of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, who has made a thorough study 
of the supply of green fruits in all parts 
of the State, thinks the total number 
of carloads that will be sent east this 
year will be about 1SOO less than the 
shipment In 1857. 
During the latter 


green-fruit season 6300 cars were sent 
east of the Ttocky mountains. 
He 


does not believe over 4000 carloads will 
be shipped this year. 
He says the 


principal reason for the reduced east- 
ern shipments is the great shortage In 
pears, peaches and apricots. 


As a partial or perhaps a full offset 


to the decreased deciduous shipments 
he states that there will be a large In- 
crease this year In the number of car- 
loads of prunes and raisins which wll 
he sent to the eastern market.

Some Changes in the Plan Sug- 


gested—Buyers Must Also be 


Considered. 


The New Yuri; Journal of Commerce, 


recognized ns the leading commercial 
paper of the United States, has the 
following article of Interest on 
the 


proposed raisin combination: 


Much interest is felt by commission 


merchants here as to the progress ol 
the movement looking to a consolida- 
tion of the raisin-growing and packing 
interests on the coast, and the dispo- 
sition at this end seems to be favorable 
to the plan, though there are some de- 
tails which are not altogether accept 
able to the eastern trade, and It the 
modifications suggested by the latter 
are adopted there Is said to be little 
doubt that the purpose of the origin- 
ators CMV be successfully carried out 
with the assistance of the large dis- 
tributers in eastern markets. 


The combination, which 
is to be 


known aa the California Raisin Grow- 
ers' Association, Incorporated under 
the laws of California, has drawn up a 
form of agreement with the differenl 
packers and wholesale handlers, in 
which It agrees to allot 25 per cent of 
the raisins controlled by It or such 
part as is absolutely necessary to attain 
the objects of the combination to co- 
operative packers and Individual grow- 
ers packing their own raisins, whil 
the balance is to be apportioned be- 
tween twenty-four designated packing 
concerns, which Include about all of 
the prominent firms and companies on 
the coast, 
for their 


The packers are to receive 
services as such 32%c per 


box of 20 Ibs, of loose muscatels am 
•25c per box of 50 Ibs. of the same, the 
usual advance for packing in quarter 
and half-boxes being allowed. 


A commission of 6 per cent upon the 


selling price is to be received by par- 
ties of the second part, who are to act 
as agents for the sale of all raisins al- 
lotted, and packed by them, while the 
eastern brokerage ia not to exceed 2^ 
per cent 
The raisins are to be sole 


and 
delivered at common shipping 


points. The combination reserves the 
right.to fix prices. 'Bills of lading 
to be made by and to the order of th* 
California 
Raisin Growers' Associa- 


tion, and drafts and Invoices are to be 
issued by It. 


All raisins are to be graded accord- 


Ing to a standard'scale to be estab- 
lished by the association and are to be 
received and packed under the super- 
vision cf an Inspector or Inspectors ap- 
pointed by the association. All pack- 
ages of undamaged raisins are to be 
plainly stamped with the brand of the 
packer, the grade of raisins and the in- 
spector's mark.

have the right at any time to inspect 
receipt, stemming and receiving and 
shipping books of the packers.

pound, and is to be made only on satis 
factory security. 
The sellers under

went on all sales. 
Differences between 


the association and sellers are to be 
settled by arbitration, provision being 
made in the contract for the appoint- 
ment of an arbitration board consist- 
ing of a lawyer, a banker and a mer- 
chant, all to be residents of Fresno city, 
one each to be selected by each party, 
and the third by the two selected, and 
the decision of this board shall be final. 
The contract Is to continue In force un- 
til June 1,1899.

Must be an Agreement for 


an Armistice. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—It can be 


stated on the authority of the state de- 
partment and the foreign ambassador 
tht there were no overtures on behalf 
of Spain or peace or a cessation of hos- 
tilities until the French ambassador 
last Tuesday afternoon presented a 
note to the President. 
The statement 


It made with full knowledge of Buro< 
pean denials and must be accepted aa 
that of tht government of the United 
States. 


Therefore all the talk about bad faith 


shown by our government In presstni 
the Porto RIcan campaign during the 
last few days is absolutely wlthou 
foundation and our government has 
done nothing that can subject It 
criticism on this score. 
In addition to 


the representatives of the United 
State government the persons qualifier 
to speak for the government of Spain 
In this country make an exactly slmi 
lar statement and the charges of bad 
faith against the United States attribu 
ed to Premier Bagasta are discredits 
as inventions designed to prejudice th< 
successful progress of the present peace 
negotiations. 


It could not be contemplated for a 


moment that any mere personal ex 
change of views between persona in 
Europe could be constructed as an 
overture for peace, and although there 
may have been some of this "backdoo 
gossip," as It Is denominated at the 
state department, It can be again at 
•firmed that the United States govern^ 
merit has not been a party to It. More- 
over, so far as ambassador Cambou Is 
concerned. It can be stated positively 
that he made no overture, direct or In- 
direct, official or unofficial, relating to 
peace or to any phase of peace prior .to 
S o'clock last Tuesday afternoon. 


Even supposing there had been peace 


overtures, which there had not been 
military authorities regard Premier Sa- 
g&sta's alleged statement that peace 
overtures operate to stay the course 01 
military operations as little short of 
amazing and as directly contrary nol 
only to the military law of the United 
States but to the -whole recognized 
principles of International law. In gen- 
eral international law, writers agree 
that military operations stop only when 
a truce or an armistice is actually con- 
cluded and that this truce or armistice 
must be in writing. 
Until then the 


mere preliminary 
overture 
towarc 


a suspension of hostilities is not re- 
garded as any warrant for stopping 
the war. 


This Is expressed in the United States 


instructions for the government au- 
thorities in the field. 


"Article 147. Belligerents sometimes 


conclude an armistice while their pleni- 
potentiaries are met to discuss the con- 
ditions of a treaty of peace, but pleni- 
potentiaries may meet without a pre- 
liminary armistice; In the latter case, 
the • war is carried on without any 
abatement." 


Another section of the regulations Is 


as follows: 


'Article 142. An armistice Is not a 


partial or temporary peace; It Is only 
the suspension of military operations 
to the extent agreed upon by the par- 
tics." 


The military authorities as well as 


the specific regulations of the United 
States hold that there fs no suspension 
of hostilities prior to the agreement to 
suspend military operations. 
Even 


then the agreement is binding on mili- 
tary commanders only from the time 
they receive actual notice of it. In the 
meantime military commanders have 
the right to push forward and hnlil 
such territory as they occupy. 
The 


need for limiting this cessation of bos' 
titltfes Is obvious, for until a signed 
agreement In made there Is no knowl- 
edge of the extent of the armistice. In 
the present cose an armistice might In- 
clude or exclude the Philippines or 
Porto Rico, as the two parties might 
agree, but until they agree there will be 
no obligation to abate military opera- 
tions In any field of operations. 
After 


the signing of the armistice to a pre- 
liminary peace, a status quo Is estab- 
lished and all military operations come 
to A halt at the points designated arid 
at the points not designated the mili- 
tary operations proceed. 


In the present case, if the truce Is 


general. General Shatter, General Miles 
and Admiral Dewey would simply re- 
tain positions they now occupy and 
moral obligations be imposed not to 
strengthen these positions or make se- 
cret preparations for more 
effective 


continuance of the war hereafter. With 
these well-defined rules of military 
procedure accepted by all nations the 
assertion attributed to Sagasta that 
mere overtures for cessation of hostil- 
ities would In itself stop hostilities, is 
regarded as unaccountable.

committing themselves In fact, to adopt 
my course that would postpone the 
evil day of a settlement, the Sagasta 
ministry would undoubtedlyturnquick- 
y towards It.

Spanish overtures with frankness, the 
United States will demand that it 
should be tested In the same spirit. 
If 


a disposition is shown to parley at 
ength, it will not be encouraged, nor 
s it believed that the French embassa- 
dor would be partial to any such pro- 
gram.

of action upon the United States pro- 
x>sal, the discussion may proceed, but 
ibsolutely without In any way retard- 
ng military or naval operations.

months. The price to be paid Is stated

cific Cable Company to lay a cable be- 
tween the United States, Hawaii, Chi- 
na, Japan and the Pacific Islands, the 
contract being for a period .of twenty 
years.

000,000.

FEVER IN CUBA. 


Why it Spreads Rapidly Among 


Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—The report 


of General Shatter showing that there 
were 3770 cases of sickness in the army 
In Cuba has given the officials of the 
war department considerable concern, 
but the report that the yellow fever 
cases were of the mild type finco 
ages the hope that the death rate will 
be small. 
The number of fever cases 


reported, 2924, shows that not only 
yellow but typhoid and other fevers are 
prevailing. • Ueneral Sternberg says 
that it is the history of yellow fever 
that It spreads rapidly, and having once 
got started in the camp is sure to in- 
fect many soldiers. 


Speaking of the other fevers, he said 


that not only in Cuba, but In the camps 
In the United States there had been 
many cases and it was the history of 
all new armies that fevers, especially 
typhoid, became Quite _common. This 
was due to the change of climate and 
mode ot life of the soldiers. 
Even 


where the water was pure cases would 
arise. 
Soldiers bought and ate many 


things not furnished by the commis- 
sary, such as milk and other things 
purchased about the camps. 
Often 


these foods caused sickness. 
Another 


feature he mentioned was the indiffer- 
ent care men took of themselves when 
they joined the army. 
It was his be- 


lief that as the army became more sea- 
soned there would be less sickness.

Spangled Banner" to the music of the 
band, when Admiral Miller will hoist 
the stars and stripes which will be 
saluted by 21 guns. If President Mc- 
Kinley sends a proclamation 
It will 


be read by Admiral Miller previous to 
the hoisting of Old Glory. 


Minister Seawall, Consul

Heighwood and others will deliver short 
addresses, and the ceremony will close 
with the presentation by President Dole 
of an American flag to the Hawaiian. 
National Guard. 


The flag Is the original silk one used 


by the Boston's battalions In 1893, when 
the war ship was here. 


In the evening there will be a grand 


display of fireworks and the govern- 
ment buildings will be illuminated on 
a magnificent scale. 


A banquet will be tendered to Ad- 


miral Miller and a ball will follow at 
the opera hous3. The citizens have sub- 
scribed $15,000 for the day's celebration, 
and the most improtant event In the 
history of the islands will be cele.

"I think that the legislation by con- 


gress will be elow. The present sys- 
tem will be kept up for some time.

United States Flagahip Brooklyn 
GUANTANAMO BAY, July e, 1898— 


Sir:—I have the honor to make the fol- 
lowing report of that part of the squad- 
ron under your command which cam* 
under my observation during the en- 
gagement with the Spanish fleet on 
July 3rd., 1898. 


At 9:35 a. m. Admiral Cervera, with 


the Infanta Maria Teresa. Vizcaya, 
Oquendo, Cristobal Colon and two tor- 
pedo boat destroyers came out from the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba, in column 
and tried to escape to the westward. 
Signal was made from the Iowa that 
the enemy was coming out, but 
his 


movements hnd been discovered from 
this ship at the same moment. 
This 


vessel was the farthest west, except 
the Vixen, in the blockading line. Sig- 
nal was made to the western division 
as prescribed lu your general orders 
and there was immediate and rapid 
movement inward by your squadron 
and a general engagement at ranges 
begining at 1100 yards and varying to 
3000 until the Vizcaya was destroyed 
at about 10:50 a. m. The concentration 
of the fire of the squadron upon the 
ships coming out was most furious and 
terrific and great damage was clone 
them. 


About 20 or 25 minutes after the en- 


gagement began two vessels, thought 
to be the Teresa and Oquendo, and 
since verified aa such, took fire from 
the effective shell flra of the squadron 
and were forced to run on'.the teach 
some £ or 7 miles west of the harbor 
entrance, where they burned and blew 
up later. 
The torpedo boat destroyers 


wera destroyed early in the action, but 
the amoke was so dense in their direc- 
tion that I cannot say to what vessel or 
vessels the credit belongs. 
This wax 


doubtless seen better from your flag- 
ship. 


The Vizcaya and Colon, perceiving' 


the disaster to their consorts, contin- 
ued at full speed, to the westward to 
escape and were followed and engaged 
In. a running fifftil with the Brooklyn, 
Texas, Iowa and Oregon, until 10:50, 
when the Vizcaya took fire from our 
shells. 
She put her helm to port and 


with a heavy list to port, stood In shore 
and ran aground aL Acerradoros, about 
21 miles west o£ Santiago, on fire fore 
and aft, and where she blew up during 
the night. 
Observing that she hod 


struck her colors, and that several ves- 
sels were Hearing her to capture the 
crew I signalled to cease Bring. 


The Oregon having proved vastly 


faster than the other battleships, sbe 
and the Brooklyn, together with the 
Texas and another vessel which proved 
to be your flagship continued westward 
in pursuit of the Colon, which had run 
close in shore, evidently seeking some 
good spot to beach if she should fall 
to eiiide her pursuers. 


This pursuit continued with increas- 


ing: speed In the Brooklyn, Oregon and 
other ships and soon the Brooklyn and 
the Oregon were within long range of 
the Colon and the Oregon opened fire 
with her 13-inch guns, landing a shell 
close to the Colon. 
A moment after- 


wards, the Brooklyn opened fire with 
her 8-Inch guns. 
Several other shells 


were fired at the Colon,. 
Your flagship 


waajjoming rapidly at the time, as waa 
also the Texas and Vixen. 
A little 


later, after your arrival, the Cristobal 
Colon, which had stuck to the Brook- 
lyn and the Oregon, was turned over 
to you as one of the trophies of this 
great victory of the squadron under 
your command. 


I have never In my life served with 


a braver, better.or worthier crew than 
that of the Brooklyn. 
During the 


combat, lasting from 9:35 until 1:15 p. 
much of the time under fire, they never 
fiagged for a moment and were appar- 
ently undisturbed by the storm of pro- 
jectiles passing ahead or astern of the 
vessel. 


The result of the engagement was the 


destruction of the Spanish 
squadron 


and the capture of the Admiral and 
from 1300 to 1500 prisoners, with the 
loss of several hundred killed, estimated 
by Admiral Cervera at 800 men. 


The casualties on board this ship 


were: O. H. Ellis, chief yeoman, killed;
